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In the Claims : 
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primary battery and a secondary battery, said battery comprising: 

(b) a battery cell having an intemal impedance disposed within said container, 
said cell having a positive electrode, a negative elejctrode, and a cell voltage measured 
across positive and said negative electrodes of said cell; 
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
